Robert Frost knew well that what a man is, what he has cone to believe in, his 
successes and failures, are the results of choices he has made slong the road of life! 
And Frost looked down his road as far as he could so that he mizht have at ieast som 
part in the shaping of his own destiny. How often a critical choice is made in the 
absence of this look ahead to see what difference it may make years hence: an occupa 
tion is chosen because a friend likes it, or because it appears to be. glamorous, 0 
because a well-meaning but frustrated parent wishes Willy to be what he himself for 
some reason could not have been; a student chooses to leave school because he doesn't 
like a subject, as though we must or ever shall like all that we have to do; Jack 
chooses Jill (or is it the other way around) for his life partner because they have 
comuon interests, as though common interests in movies, water-skiing, or raising pe- 
tunias in the back yard provide the basis for "-and they lived hapvily ever after." 
And in like manner are all too often choices made in religion, politics, philosoony of 
life, friends , and so on. 

Good choices require firm decision but the necessary spark of original thinxing 
has been extinguishing because twentieth century man is the jroduct, of the psychology 
of adjustment. The creature of conformity is predicated to the belief that ne must 
sacrifice his God-given individuality at the altar of mediocrity, that he does not 
think or express himself too strongly-especially ir heis alone in his thinking on any 
pubject.with the Sputnik scare there his never been a greater need for the multitudes 


ib 
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to abandon fuzzy thinking about such things as science, war, the arts and religion . 
We are too prone to let the Dulleses and Kruschevs and such others who are. obsessed 
with the need to write for themselves a chapter in the annals of history make what we 
feel are the important decisions while wesputter about aimlessly creating a good deal 
of "sound and fury signifying nothing." ; 

If there is a challenge to high - school students today, it is that they become 
scholars; that they become, clear, logical thinkers; that they become doers and not 
watchers of the passing parade; that they shape more of their own and the world's 
destinies; that they become fearless leaders in a fearful world; that they dare to be 
themselves; that they blaze new trails and break out of the false security offered by 
well worn paths beaten down with timidity, lack of imagination and the failure to 
grasp the greater vision this last so well satirized in Lines from the Calf Path: 


"One day through the primeval wood 

A calf walked home as good calves should; 
But made a trail all bent askew, 

A crooked trail as calves will do. 

Since then three hundred years have fled, 
And I infer the calf is dead. 


And men two centuries and a half 

Trod in the footsteps of that calf. 

A hundred thousand men were led 

By one calf near three centuries dead. 
For men are prone to go it blind 
Along the calf paths of the mind 

And work away trom sun to sun 

To do what other men have done."

Our first project was a trip to the Canadian Cement Plant. About forty students 
were taken on a very enjoyable tour through the plant. 

During the year we sponsored four science movies starring Dr. Frank Baxter: Our 
Mister Sun, Hemo the Magnificant, Unchanged Goddess, and The Strange Case of the 
Cosmic Rays. 

As part of the Tea Project the Science Ciub prepared three exhibits: Margaret 
Shipley was in charge of the Biology Exhibit, consisting of charts, samples of rocks 
from different places in Alberta and elsewhere and specimens of preserved animals, 
John Sterk arranged for the Physics display of Fletchers Trolley, wimhurst Hlectro- 
static Apparatus, Wheatstone Bridge, and Electrolysis of Water, Clayton Hayes organ- 
ized the Chemistry demostrations- Preparations of Chlorine, Bromine, Iodine, Oxygen, 
and Acetylene; Solubility of Ammonia in the Ammonium fountain, etc. 

A group of our studénts, sponsored by Mr, Geake and consisting of Clayton Hayes 
Gerald Bluett, Victor Altheim, Gary Falkenburg, Deiter Heldich and Mike Grant 
carried out a small original research study under the direction of Dr. Hodgson of 
the Alberta Research Company Council. Oil is believed to be formed from Gecaying 
matter in sediments laid down in shallow water because a colored compound found in 
oil appears to be derived from Chlorophyll. Samples of mud from the Saskatchewan 
River were used, the chlorophyll compounds were extracted, and when subjected ta 
treatment in the laboratory produced compounds similar to those found in our oils.

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| THE EDMONTON INDIAN RESIDENTIAJ, SCHOOL

The school was built in 1923 by the United 
hurch. It is a three-storey building with approx- 
imately seventy-five rooms in it. It was built 
for the education of Indian boys and girls. This 
ear it is occupied by about one-hundred-fifty, 
students from grades one to twelve. The school 
Was actually built for boys and girls from Alberta 
but recently they found other schools to go too. 
Since no students were coming from Alberta the 
school deoided to take in students from British 
Columbia. So now there are about fifteen students 
from Alberta and the other hundred-thirty-five are 
from British Columbia. 

Each race of Indians has its favorite sport. 
Alberta likes hockey and football; Indiens from 
the B.C. coast like Soccer; and the students from 
the Queen Charlotte Islands like basketball. 

Sometimes the school takes in children from 
the Charles Camsell Indian Hoepital usually Eskin- 
os until their parents are found. 

There 18 usually somethin todo on Friday. 
On one Friday they may have a picture show, on 
the other Fridaya they have a Rock and Roll dance 

Here is what they do on the ordinary school 
day; that 1s, the high school students. They get 
up at six-thirty in the morning clean up the rooms 
eat breakfast at eignt, catch the school bus at 
eight twenty-five and get to school at nino. After 
sohool they catch the bus at three-thirty and get 
home at four, then they have supper at five-thirty 
have a study period from seven to YHine then go to 
bed at ten o'clook. 

On Sundays the studnets get up at seven-thir- 
ty, olean up the rooms, then have breakfast at 
eight thirty. At ten-thirty they dress up for 
churoh, whioh is led by Reverend J.C. Ludford, the 
chaplain of the school, The Anglicans go to gurch 
at the St. Barnabas Church in Jasper Place. The 
students have sports on Sunday afternoon, 

Some of the studnmets have some good artistic 
talents. There is ons, Ray Parnell, who is excell- 
ent with a oarving knife and a piece of wood 
There ie another, John Clayton who is good at his 
copper tooling and art. Then also some have talent 
for playing an instrument. There 4a Ralph Harris 
who can play the guitar, Jim Willians who can play 
the saxapnone and so on. 

This year they plan to enter in the Boys end 
Girls fair. The Rook and Roll contest, art, hand-=- 
doraft and the Basketball are all going to be ent- 
ered. A student, Steve Collison and his partner,- 
Pat Woods, won the Rook and Roll contest for the 
sonool last year. 

A few things are noeded at the school such as 
@ gymmasium and som sports equipment. The so tude 
ents alos have the Air Cadets, C.G.1.T. and the 
Tyros. I think the school is anice place to 
stey at because I satay there nyself.
